Claims 1-1 1 are allowed over the prior art made of record. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Applicant's particular computer method for receiving a web page definition at a 
computing device which includes a web page definition having a slicing tree describing an 
arrangement of a plurality of blocks in the web page, selecting a combination of the plurality of 
blocks such that information fidelity is maximized expression according to the expression where 
IMPi is a value representing importance of block Bi, and IF bi is a value representing 
information fidelity of block Bi and IF(P) is the total information fidelity of the web page such 
that the representation of block B.sub.i, size (ALT.sub.i) is a function that returns the size of 
ALT.sub.i, MPS.sub.i is a value representing a minimum perceptible size of block B.sub.i, and 
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Area is a value representing the size of the target area in which the web page is rendered, in 
particular where rendering creates block property data in combination with the other limitations 
of the claims, was not disclosed by, would not have been obvious over, nor would have been 
fairly suggested by the prior art of record. The dependent claims, being further limiting to the 
independent claims, definite and enabled by the Specification are also allowed. 

The closest prior art fails to anticipate or render Applicant's limitations above obvious.
